Program Includes 


WASHINGTON The United 
States Army is due te have a new 
3-D look by mid-1959 ane the third | 
dimension will be one of height. 

In a modernization program de- 
signed to bolster the Army's avia- 
tion strength over the next 57 
months, plans call for a six-fold 
increase in Army helicopter 
strength. In addition, greatly in- 
creased numbers of light utility 
aircraft will go into service for 
artillery spotting, reconnaissance, 
command and courter missions, 
column control, transportation of 
Army supplies and units, medical 
evacuation and aerial photography. 

Experience in Korea and World 
War Il already has resulted in 
establishment of a sizeable Army 
air service, Today, the Army op- 
erates 3,300 aircraft, with an ad- 
ditional 600 light planes assigned 
to the National Guard.

Eye Uses Vitamin A 
To Help Us See 


CHICAGO—What sort of adjust- 
ing mechanism allows us to see in 
near-darkness? Science says it’s 
due to a substance called ‘visual 
purple” or “rhodopsin,’’ which the 
eye manufactures from Vitamin A 
in the circulating blood stream. 

We're temporarily blinded by 
ppproaching headlights because 


‘light bleaches out the visual pur- 


ple, turns it yellow, and converts 
it back into Vitamin A, until the 
eye makes up a new supply. 

The retina at the back of the 
human eye contains an amazing 
network of millions of nerve ends, 


some called ‘“rods’’ and others 
*‘cones,’’ because of their different 
shapes, The rods are spread over 
the entire surface of the retina, and 
respond without great detail to 
light of varying brightness and to 
form and movement, The cones 
are in the center only, and re- 
spond in finest detail to color, as 
well as to light, form, and move- 
ment. We see mainly with the 
cones in daylight, when the pupil

Dorsey Bonus Check Helps Christmas Trade 


Last week after the Christmas rush was 
over and merchants had time to figure up 
their total sales, many of them found they 
had the best Christmas eve trade they had 
ever oxperienced, Coming on the heels of 
an extremely slow Yule season, it helped 
many of them over a difficult hump. 

While many shoppers normally wait 
until the last minute to do their gift buying 
there was an added reason behind this year’s 
buying spurt. That was the bonus check 
| giver out at the trailer plant. Without ask- 
ing the company for verification, we are 
going to estimate that around 300 people 
on the payroll received an average bonus 
check of $40. This means an unexpected 
$12,000 was dropped into the Elba trade 
| channels right at a time it was needed most. 


bonus of 20 per cent of his base pay plus an 
equal amount set aside for the weltare fund 
moraje of the men at the plant received a 
| tremendous boost. The profit-sharing plan 
| announced by Claude Dorsey was no longer 
| Viewed with skepticism but with apprecia- 
tion that comes when additional dollars 
| jingle in a man’s pocket. 

In the employees’ bulletin of Dec. 23, 
i? W, Akins, head accountant, wrote: 

“... to many the bonus meant a wind- 
fall out of the clear blue sky—to others it 
was received as a raise, 

“But are those reactions entirely accur- 
| ate”? Actually, on Noy. 1 the owners of Dor- 
/ sey Trailers put each employee in business. 
They furnished the capital; they furnished 
the facilities, they furnished the equipment; 
they furnished the personnel with the 
‘know-how.’ In effect they said, ‘This is 
your business—you can make as much pro- 
fit (bonus) as you wish. All we ask is for 
a return on our investment. (A return far 
| less than they could have had.) 

“So each of us, without making any ex- 
pendituve or capital outlay, has been set up 
in business, We have the prerogative of 


The University of Alabama Business 
News recently carried a report on Income 
in Alabama as it has grown and changed 
in the past quarter century. It shows the 
kind and direction of economic development 
which is going on within the state. 
Alabumians received larger total in- 
| come payments in 1953 than at any other 
| time in the last quarter century, but real 
| income was just two and a half times that 
of 1929, In 1929 average income was $305, 
it dropped to $154 in 1933 and then started 
j climbing to the record high of $1,043 in 
| 1953. Flowever, in the entire United States 
| only two states had a lower per capita in- 
; come—Arkansas and Mississippi. 


When adjusted to the real value of a 
| dollars now and in 1929, the per capita fig- 
jure ot $658 for 1953 was 8 per cent below 
} the adjusted high recorded in 1945. Income 
rose 58 per cent from 1945 to 1958, but at 
tne same time prices went up 52 per cent. 
Since population rose 12 per cent over this 
Same period, the net effect was a decline. 


| Per capita income in Alabama also in- 
| creased at a more rapid rate over the long 
jterm (1929-1953) than in the nation as a 
| whole. However, Alabama’s pace slowed 
| considerably from 1950 to 1953, and during 
| the last year of the period the increase per 
| capita Was no greater than the nation. 
Worth noting is the fact that there was 
|a sizeable reduction in agricultural income 
|in the nation from 1952 to 19538 but in Ala- 
|bama farm income made small advances. 
Distribution of the sources of income 


to Elba than the entire peanut crop this fall, 
In the whole county only $870,000 was real- 
ized from the sale of peanuts and about one- 
half of this amount had to go for fertilizer 
and seed. Every businessman and farmer 
knows planting, cultivation and harvesting 
cost more than was received. Peanuts did

But 
they didn’t ask the employees to be pre- 
pared to ante up their share of the losses 
in slack periods. 

The publisher wonders if somewhere 
on earth there is an “angel” who will back 
his newspaper on the same basis. It sure 
would be nice. Men at the trailer plant 
should appreciate and realize what is being 
done for them.

Returns from agricutture are relatively 
low, and this is reflected by the fact that 
the rural farm population represents ap- 
proximately 30 per cent of the state's popu- 
lation while agricultural income is only 9 
per cent of the total income. : 

Wages and salaries have consistently 
been the most important form of income 
payments in Alabama. Proprietors’ and pro- 
perty income were less important in 1953 
than in 1929, 

While these trends in total and per 
capita income are significant measures of 
the change in the economic well-being of 
the people, what do they mean to Elba? 

The figures mean that compared to the 
rest of the United States Alabama and Elba 
| ive a low spot on the economic totem pole. 
While you wont find any better people 
anywauere they just don’t have as much 
hard cash to spend as “northerners.”’ 

Get more manufacturing in Elba and 
everyone will have more money, Competi- 
tion for new plants is keen as more and 
more municipalities realize how important 
this payroll money is. They almost without 
exception put up a plant or aid in another 
way. If Elba ever gets another chance at a 
plant, every person should go all out to 
bring it to town. That’s the way to grow
